The arrest of Mrs. Agnes de Lisle of 
3906 Olive street, and Mme. Martha Leon 
of 3818 Olive street mace or evidence 
obtained by women detectives of the de- 
partment, is the latest incident in the 


general war on the seers. 

A bill is pending in the Municipal As- 
sembly to prohibit seers from advertis- 
ing their claims of supernatural power. 
The police have also been active in re- 
Stricting the activities of fortune tellers 
since the flight of Charcot, the mys- 
tic, whom a number of his customers 
had made their banker. 

Women Get Evidence, 

The two Olive street clairvoyants 
were arrested on evidence obtained by 
Mrs. Leonora Howes and Miss Agnes 
Wessler, special agents of the Health 
Department. Mrs. Howes is the wife of 
Earl J. Howes, city hall graft investi- 
gator. The two women have collected 
evidence in a number of cases against 
“healers” and persons alleged to be 
practicing medicine without a license. 

The two women went to the clair- 
voyants to ask their aid in curing 
supposed nervous diseases. -They re- 
ported that Mme. Leon went into a 
trance in order to help cure them, 
and that Mrs. De Lisle went through 
a ceremony which she called “draw- 
ing out the evil spirit.”

Two ‘Virginia Couples in the 


Home of One When Pair 
Drink Cup of Acid.

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 2%.—William

81, ended their lives by drinking car- 
bolic acid in the presence of Mrs. John- 
son and Wyman today. The two fam- 
tes had been friends for years and the 
motive in the apparent death agree- 
ment has not been disclosed. 

Johnson called at the Wyman home in 
West Richmond and said he intended 
ending his life. He then summoned 
Mrs. Johnson. When she arrived, he 
and Mrs. Wyman went into the kitchen, 
drank a cupful of carbolic acid and re- 
turned to the living room, where they 
fell. Wyman called physicians, but his 
wife and Johnson were dead before 
they reached the house. '

She says the Madame told her that 
she had a nervous trouble, the cause 
of which was that her husband's former 
sweetheart had cast a spell over her at 
the time of their marriage. 

The Madame was quite sure Mrs. 
Flowes was infested by evil spirits 
which were so rampant and strong that 
they could not be expelled for less than 
$1.50. If she took this treatment her 
nervous trouble would be cured. If she 
did not, she would lose her home and 
her husband. 

Madame de Lisle, according to Mrs. 
Howes, told her that she had a faith 
cure which was something new in the 
healing line. She also diagnosed Mrs. 
Howes’ trouble as a nervous disorder. 
For $1 she gave Mrs. Howes a treat- 
ment which consisted of alternately 
holding her hands and rubbing her fore- 
head. She told Mre. Howes that in order 
to be cured it was necessary to have 
faith in Mallah Kiah, the Indian god of 
cures.

Attorney-General Elliott W. Major, 
Democratic nominee for Governor, in his 
speech at the Democratic mass meeting 
at the Odeon Wednesday night, ex- 
rressed his approval of the steps taken 
by the Business Men’s League to ob- 
tain home rule legislation for St. Louis.

Practically all the heavy artillery of 
the Democratic party in Missouri was 
present. Speaker Champ Clark, Sena- 
tors Reed-and Stone, former Governor 
Dockery and Joseph B. Shannon, former 
chairman of the State Committee, made 
addresses. : 

Speaker ‘Clark entered the theater 
while Senator Stone was speaking. He 
was accorded a demonstrative recep-.: 
tion. 

He said that he had taken particular 
interest in the gubernatorial candidacy 
of Major, since Major had studied law 
under him. 

“The Democratic ticket in Missouri,” 
said Clark, “is all right. It is made up 
of strong, clean, able men. As to the 
national ticket, of course Gov. Wilson 
te going to be elected. 

-““T am not. going to say that Gov. 
Wilson was my first choice for Presi- 
dent. That would be ridiculous. But 
Wilson was nominated and I am too 
seasoned a warrior to harbor any grudge 
over my defeat.’’ 

Major on Home Rule. 

Attorney-General Major was the prin- 
cipal speaker.

Overflow Meetings. 

While he was addressing the immense 
throng in the main auditorium, Senator 
Stone and Joseph B. Shannon enter- 
tained about 600 In Recital] hall. In the 
main corridor about 20 Demorcatic 
“regulars” were gathered, faces that 
have been familiar at Demorcatic gath- 
erings for many years. 

Former Governor A. M. Dockery was 
invited to address the “regulars.”’ He 
expressed regret that they couldn't get 
into the theater to hear the big guns, 
but said he would try to do the best 
he could to keep them from growing 
impatient. When, a few minutes later, 
Dockery declared that “at last the post- 
offices are coming our way," the little 
group responded noisily. 

“You know, boys,” continued Dock- 
ery, “there isn't anything for us to do 
this year but go to the polls and vote. 
The Republican party is ripped into

Senator Aldrich, defending the du- 
ties of the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, 
declared that all cotton cloths costing 
7 cents a yard or upward should be 
classed with luxuries. If the Sena- 
40r’s view was correct, then all woman- 
kind réquires luxuries. Few women 
can afford silky velvet at $ a yard, 
but Fashion decreed for two years the 
wearing of the cotton substitute, which 
costs retail 50 cents, 75 cents or $1 a 
yard. And at such prices, compared 
with the cost of other dress fabrics, 
vélveteen is no-more a luxury than 
any other tariff-taxed dress material. 
Velveteei; /corduroy. and plush be- 
long to the class of material techni- 
cally known as “‘pile fabrics.” Practi- 
cally no other branch of the textile 


_ Industry requires a greater proportion 


of labor. 
Husky “Infant Industry.” 

In the year 1899-1900 the United States 
produced only a little more than half 
of the pile fabrics consumed within the 
«country, and the year’s imports 
amounted to $2,321,400. Ten years later 
the domestic industry, protected by 
prohibitive rates of duty under the 
Dingley law, had almost completely mo- 
nopolized the domestic market, and im- 
ports amounted to Only $523,621, or 7% 
per eent of the home production. 

The rates of duty on pile fabrics 
range from 47% to 68% per cent. Only a 
few American mills make these goods 
for dress wear. In fAct three mills, two 
of these selling their output through one 
agency, practically control the supply 
of velveteen and corduroy, When the 
" * for this class of women’s dress 
material was at its height, in 1911, the 
supply proved inadequate. The trade 
situation thereby created exemplifies 
one of the most startling injustices of 
the tariff.

The girl in the white corduroy suit probably 
didn’t know last Fall that she was being made 
to pay from 114 to 220 per cent more for her 
cotton corduroy than she could buy it for in En- 
gland. Twelve yards in her suit cost retail $12 
to $18, depending on where she did her shopping 
The uniform English price was 4634 cents a yard, 


or $5.61 for the suiting. 


In this case the Ameri- 


ean mill sold the corduroy at 5834 cents, making 
a net profit of 57% per cent. 

On this corduroy, Tariff Board sample No. 90, 
the duty of 61.89 per cent amounts to just 
DOUBLE THE TOTAI; AMERICAN LABOR 
COST, and to THREE-QUARTERS OF*THE 
TOTAL AMERICAN MANUFACTUING COST 
—including raw material, depreciation of plant 
insurance and other charges, 
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To this difference between foreign and 
domestic price the jobber and the re- 
tailer both add their respective mar- 
gins of profit. ' 

Cotton corduroys have been practically 
controlied by one or two concerns, one 
of them being recognized as a leading 
advocate of high protection. The head 
of the commission house handling the 
cotton corduroy output was formerly 
president of the American Protective 
Tariff League. The Tariff Board re- 
port shows that the manufacturer of 
this cotton corduroy was selling the 
goods right up to the level at which for- 
eign competition could start. Of course, 
such advocates of high tariff insist that 
it is none of the Government's business 
at what price the products are sold, and 
they insist that this “‘pro‘ection” is for 
the “American wage earner,’ but the 
facts are that the tariff on cotton 
corduroy amounts to twice the total 
cost of labor entering its production 
im America, and that the velveteen 
tariff isn 1% times the total labor 
eost of the finished fabric. 


I recall at the height of the season 
on corduroys an advance in one week 
of 50 per cent in the retail price of cor- 
duroy such as Tariff Board sample No. 
9. The cost of production had not 
changed, but the retaliler’s supply per- 
haps had given out and‘*he was com- 
pelled to get the goods quickly from 
second hand, instead of direct from the 
mill or jobber. Accordingly the retailer 
lifted his price from $1 to $1.50 a yard. 
Finding the goods were selling readily 
at $1.50, this leading New York retailer 
continued this fabric at $1.50. It was 
costing the American mill 37% cents a 
yard to produce it and the retailer ordi- 
narily bought it for 62% to 72% cents.

[PUBLIC DEFENDER IN 
PROPOSED NEW CHARTER 


Los Angeles to Vote on New 


Form of Government in 
November. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 26.—The 
final draft of the Los Angeles charter, 
proposing sweeping changes in the 
county government is now on file 
and will be voted :on by the peo- 
ple in November. If adopted, it is 
said the instrument will make this 
County first in the United 
States to have practically an auton- 
omous government. 

The charter reduces the elective 
officers to three in addition to the 
members of the supervisors. These 
elective officers are District Attorney, 
Sheriff and County Assessor. Every 
officer elected or appointed will be 
subject to the recall. 


The charter also provides for a 
public defender, who, according te 
the provisions of the instrument not 
only defends indigents accused of 
public offenses, but must come to 
the aid of the poor when they are 
harassed by litigation.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Charges that 
Stuyvesant Fish and his brother, for- 
mer Congressman Hamilton Fish, are 
trying to prevent their nephew, Hugh 
Nortcote, who is in an insane asylum 
in England, from enjoying any of the 
$59,000 income left by his grandfather, 
Hamilton Fish, are made in papers pub- 
lished in State courts here by attorneys 
representing Bernard Rollo, a London 
stockbroker, who has been appointed in 
England as committee of Northcote’s 
property.

RIOTS DIES PENNILESS 


Considered Handsomest and 

Most Nearly Physically Per- 

fect Policeman in Chicago. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Thomas  Bir- 
mingham, one of the heroes of the Hay- 
market riots in 1886, and who at that 
time was considered the handsomest 
and most nearly physically perfect man 
in the Chicago Police Department, died 
penniless yesterday at the county hospi- 
tal. 

Birmligham posed for the statue that 
stood for years, marking the scene of 
the conflict in the West Side market 
place. During the World’s Fair, Bir- 
mingham was assigned at Hayimarke:

PRISONS OF STATE 


W. C. T. U. Will Ask Hadley’s 
Consent to Plan Presented 
,at Convention. 


GIRL SMOKERS SCORED’ 


Some Under io Years Old in 
City’s Finest Homes Use 
Cigarettes, Says Speaker. 


Gov. Hadley will soon be asked to 
grant permission to the Missouri Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union to cir- 
culate a petition among the prisoners in 
State penal institutions, asking the vot- 
ers to do away with saloons at the next 
election. 

This announcement was made at the 
Thursday morning meeting of the thir- 
tieth annual State convention of the 
Union, at the King’s Highway Presby- 
terlan Church. Mrs. Alice Scett Ab- 
bott, State lecturer and organizer, pre- 
sented the plan. 

She said investigation has shown that 
82 per cent of the prisaners at present 
in the jails and penitentiaries of the 
State are serving time for acts com- 
mitted while under the influence of ale 
coholic liquors. 

“Last month,” she said, “we held @ 
meeting in the penitentiary at Jefferson. 
City, with every one of the 2455 prisoners) 
present, and on investigation I found) 
that 24 of them were there for crimes’ 
they had committed while under the in. 
fluence of drink. Some of them urged 
me to du fi: I could to rid the State and 
country of l'qnor so that they would not 
be t¢:inpied when they came out. 

“T asked them if I could get permission 
to circula*e among them a petiiion to 
the voiers of the State, to cast their hal- 
lots ir favor ef prohibition at the naxt 
élection, if they would sign it, and ev- 
e"y one of them answered yes.”’ 

Dr. Viola X. Peak of Springfield made 
an address on “Medical Temperance.”’ 

She spoke of attempts being made to 
enlighten the public as to the dangers 
of medication with alcoholic stimulants, 
saying that these lead to a craving that 
undermines the constitution and enfee- 
bles the mind. 

“There is not a city, village or ham- 
let in the country,” she said, ‘‘where 
alcoholic liquors are not used as home 
remedies in sickness or by the advice 
of some physician, and this is one of 
the chief evils we have to work against. 
There is not a town in the State where 
persons are not using alcoholic patent 
medicines or morphine soothing syrups 
or coug!) mixtures containing opium.’”’ 

“Girls not more than 10 years old, in 
some of the finest homes in St. Louis, 
are smoking cigarettes,’’ declarded Mrs. 
E. B. Ingalls in a speech at the cenven- 
tion. 

“Not only here, but in other partes of 
the State as ‘well, I have found little 
girls puffing cigarettes, sometimes in 
their homes,” she said. “Young men 
home from college for the holidays spend 
much of their time blowing smoke rings 
from cigarettes. Their little sisters then 
follow the example. Some of. the chil- 
Jren learn the habit from their mothers 
or older sisters.’’ 

Mrs. Ingalls pleaded with the dele- 
Kates to use every effort in helping én- 
force the law which prohibits the sale 
of cigarettes or cigarette materials to 
persons less than 18 years old. The 
law, she said, apparently is being teg- 
nored. She pointed out that young folks 
between the ages of 10 and 18 years can 
te punished under the law. but that par- 
ents must be held responsible for chil- 
cren less than 10 vears old.

TALTON WIFE HAS. 
ELOPING HUSBAND 
AND GIRL ARRESTED 


She Discovers His Writing on a 
Hotel Register and He Is 
Found in Litchfield. 


TRACED BY BAGGAGE 


Miss Mamie Tissius, 19, and 
John Rain, 36, Locked Up in 
East St. Louis. 


The peculiar way in which John Rain 
of Alton wrote “John Smith and wife” 
on the register of an East St. Louis 
hotel, when eloping with Miss Mamie 
Tisius, also of Alton, was the clew by 
which his wife got track of his move- 
ments and had him and Miss Tis{ds ar- 
rested in Litchfield, T!. 

Rain and the young woman arrived 
from Litchfield Thursday morning in 
custody of Deputy Sheriff Stocker, and 
were locked up at the East St. Louis 
police station. 

Miss Tisius was dressed becomingly 
and did not seem to be worried. She 
is a pretty young woman with brown 
eyes and chestnut hair. She gave her 
age as 19. Rain is &. 

Rain disappeared about a week ago, 
according to his wife. Mrs. Rain went 
to East St. Louls Tuesday in search 
of him, and enlisted the assistance of 
Bertillon Superintendent Arnold. To- 
gether they went to several hotels, 
scanning the registers for the couple’s 
names, 

On the register of the Savoy Hotel 
they found the line, “John Smith and 
Wife.”’ 

“That's my husband,” said Mrs. Rain. 
“There isn’t another man fn the world 
who would write ‘John’ just like that.” 

Rain and Miss Tisius had left the 
hotel, but at the Relay Depot Arnold 
and Mrs. Rain found Rain’s baggage, 
checked in his own name te Litchfield. 
A long distance telephone message to 
the police of Litchfield resulted in the 
arrest of the couple Wednesday night. 
“I'd rather be in the penitentiary than 
live with my wife again,’ Rain told re- 
porters in East St. Louls. “I'll tell the 
whole story in court,”’ was Miss Tisius’ 
comment. 

Several months ago Mrs. Rain and 
her mother-in-law, Mrs. Belle Rain, a 
W. C. T. U. worker, jerked Miss Tisius 
out of a buggy at a North Alton amuse- 
ment park, and applied pugilism until 
she ran away from them and teok ref- 
uge in a livery étable. Then they waited 
at a saloon door until closing time, hop- 
ing Rain would come out and get his 
share of their wrath. 

Took Away Girl's Clothes. 

He eluded them, and when he arrived 
home his wife’s anger had cooled to the 
point of forgiveness. A few weeks 1la- 
ter, however, Mrs. Rain, walking along 
the bank of a creek that runs through 
Hop Hollow in North Alton, found Miss 
Tisius wrapped in slumber—and nothing 
else—after a dip in the stream. 

Mrs. Rain took Miss Tisius’ clothes 
away, and when the young woman 
awoke she found nothing more substan- 
tial than confusion in sight for a cov- 
ering. Not far away, however, she came 
upon a fishing net, and fn this she made 
her way to the home of friends. where 
she borrowed a shirt, a pair cr over- 
alls and a slouch hat for her return to 
Alton.

|]OLD MAPS SHOW HEAVEN 
AND GARDEN OF. EDEN 


Priceless Work of Monks to Re 
Used as Museum Window 
Decorations. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—A series of 
priceless old maps, representing the de- 
velopment of the art of map making 
from the first to the seventeenth cen- 
turies, are to be used as window deco- 
rations in the big Grand Museum of the 
American Geographica] Society here. 

The idea of using the windows for map 
transparencies occurred to Dr. Edward 
Stevenson, secretary of the Hispanic 
Society of America. He saw that the 
building, with its many windows, re- 
ceived plenty of sunlight, which made 
the windows well fitted for transparen- 
cles, and that the transparencies would 
go far to hide the ugliness of the iron 
bars on the outside of the windows. 

Officers of the society approved the 
idea, and the maps, 42 in number, are 
now being put in place. 

In some of the early maps, drawn by 
monks, Palestine and the East are 
shown at the top and the Garden of 
Eden and Heaven are given geographical 
position.

The Crossmans were married in No- 
vember, 1900, and separated last April 
In his divorce petition, filed shortly aft- 
er the separation, Crossman alleges that 
his wife was jealous, accused him false- 
ly and estranged his acquaintances so 
that In the 11 years of their married 
life only thtee persons, aside from their 
relatives called at their home.

“Feb. 22—Did not come home to sup- 
per and did not come home until 1:50 
a. m. Said he was bumming. 

“March 8&—Did not come home until

$1,000,000 city sanitarium annex had been 
told to him and might be taken up for 
grand jury investigation if they were 
found to be well grounded. 

The charges were made by Thomas 
Dalton, a former Building Inspector, 
who was dismissed after a change of 
administration in 1911. Kinsella declined 
| to gO into detail as to the charges. 

Y “Mr. Dalton came to me and told me 
of alleged irregularities,” he said,“ and 
I referred him to Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Rosskopf. If the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office finds any truth in the 
charges I suppose the matter will be 
referred to the grand jury.” 

Rosskopf Busy on Other Werk. 

Rosskopf told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he knew nothing about the charges. 

“I am very busy helping to wind up 
the affairs of the present Grand Jury, 
and if such charges are to be presented 
I suppose it will be when a new jury is 
drawn.” 

It is rumored. around the Municipal 
Courts Building that cheap plaster of 
paris was substituted at the sanita- 
rium annex for Keane’s cement, which 
costs $18 a ton and is the highest priced 
plastering known to the building trade. 

It is said further that only one coat 
of the substitute was applied, whereas 
two coats of Keane’s cement was called 
for in the contract. 

Reports Different. 

Some reports have it that Keane's 
cement was used on the lower part of 
the walls, but that all. seotions above 
the reach of a tall man, and all the 
ceilings and oorners, were plastered 
with the substitute. 

Rumors of alleged graft at the sani- 
turlum annex were in circulation while 
similar charges of substution in the plas- 
tering of the Municipal Courts Building 
were being investigated. 

The Board of Public Improvements 
found on investigation that plaster of 
paris had been substituted for Keane's 
cement in some parts of the Municipal 
Courts Building, but held that the sub- 
stitution was “a substantial compliance 
with the contract specifications,” and 
that it was even befter than the speci- 
fications, because it would make a more 
durable plaster. 

The contractor defended his action tn 
wepouetion by declaring that concrete 
bond, which was used for a first coat, 
sticks better than the Acme cement 
which had been specified. The board, 
however, deducted $350 from the contract 
and made an additional deduction for 
two stretches of hall cefling which had 
been plastered with only one coat of the 
substituted material. '

WHITE STAR LINE’S 
NEW SAFETY PLAN 


“Britannic” is the name selected for 
the newest of the White Star liners 
that is now building at Belfast, 
according to advices received in 
St. Louls Thursday. The | name, 
“Britannic” was taken from one of 
the old-time vessels in the service 
of the company. The original ocean 
greyhound of that name enjoyed a 
long and successful career and-igs re- 
membered by hundreds of thousands 
of persons whom she carried across 
the Atlantic; many of whom were St 
Louisans. 

In many features the new “Bri- 
tannic” will be similar to the “Olym- 
pic.” The “Britannic” will be larger 
in tonnage, and there will also be 
many improvements made — improve- 
ments that where suggested after the 
“Olympic” was built. In two respects 
both vessels are to bear evidence of 
the recent changes in expert and 
public opinion as regards protection 
against the effects of collision. This 
will be done by the introduction of 
an inner skin, extending to a con- 
siderable height above the load line 
throughout the most vulnerable por- 
tions Of the vessels. By this scheme, 
and by increasing heights and num- 
bers of the watertight bulkheads 
both the “Britannic” and the “Olym- 
pic” are expected to be made as 
nearly unsinkable as ft is possible 
for machinery and human hands to 
make them.

Post-Dispatch: 

“The only way to stop scalping in New 
York is to sell tickets at the gate the day 
of the game. and compel each purchaser to 
pass immediately into the park. It is im- 
possible to have an advance sale and pre- 
vent the pasteboards from falling into the 
hands of scalpers.’’ 

Being compelled to wait in line for a ticket 
will work a hardship on many of the fans 
wno patronize the Giants’ games through 
out the season, but it’s the only way around 
a greater evil.

France and Germany both have ex- 
cellent crops from a quantity stand 
point. Usually France provides all of 
her own wheat but because of thao 
quality. this year’s large amounts 
will have to be imported. Germany is 
always an importer and, with the 
crop in the northern part of that 
country a failure for flour purposes, 
much more will have to be brought 
in. The Italian crop is short 417,000 
tons of the average. 

Roumania, usually a heavy exporter 
of wheat, is far below the usual 
standard of flour making grain and 
will be lucky to escape importation 
of wheat for the best flour. Spain 
has a very short crop. 

Russia is the unknown quantity. 
That country usually does much to 
supply Europe with cereals but a lack 
ot systematic crop reports always 
makes the yleld there problematical. 

Recently the bankers of the nation 
met and announced that money was 
ready for the grain movement. Then 
came the indication of a short crop 
in a request from the government 
that grain loans be made for short 
periods only, which indicates that the 
federal authorities realize that there 
is not much grain in the fields. 

If Russia fails; American wheat 
must be depended upon which means 
another advance in the. price of 
bread.
